The  relatively  light  apple  crop  of  1943  and  high  prices  for  fmit  permitted 
close  utilization  of  supplies.      The  total  volume  of  apples  processied  in  Mew  York 
cider  mills,  eiraporators  and  canneries  from  the  1943  crop,  5> 609,000  bushels,  v/as 
29  percent  below  1942,  which  is  the; highest  in  the  7  years  of  record.      The  gross 
farm  value  of  these  apples  in  1943  was  about  ll) 5^721, 000,  or  44  percent  above  1942. 

As  usual,  cider  mills  processed  more  apples  than  other  establishiients,  follow 
-ed  closely  by  canneries,  with  evaj)orators  trailing  behind.      In  addition  to  cider, 
apple  juice,  canned  apples  and  apple  sauce,  dried  apples  and  chops,  the  si.andard 
products  of  the  apple  processing  industries,  substantial  quantities  of  apples  and 
apple  sauce  were  preserved  by  freezing,  while  special  dessert  mixtures,  mince  meat 
and  infant  foods  required  substantial  quantities"  of  fruit.      Dried  sk^ns,  cores 
and  pomace  to  be  used  jnainly  for  pectin  represented  partial  utilization  of  valua- 
ble material  that  would  otherwise  have  been  wasted. 

The  quantity  of  apples  utilized  in  the  processing  establisl-mients  in  Kew  York 
in  1943  was  larger  than  tlie  total  apple  crop  hai'vested  in  the  commercial  areas  of 
any  ot^er  states  than  Va'ashington,  California  and  Michigan,  i  ,

Unused  facilities  available  for  processing  of  apples  are  indicated  by  the 
fact  that  there  were  listed  as  not  operating  in  1940,  1941^  1942  and  1943  the 
follovdng:    Cider  mills,  197  in  1940,  I6l  in  1941,  230  in  1942  and  280  in  1943; 
evaporators,  38,  30,  26  and  39;  establishments  canning  apples  or  carrying  on 
similar  processes,  13,  9,  10  and  10  respectively.      In  the  main,  the  closed 
establishments  were  those  having  relatively  small  capacity  ariid  many  of  tiiem 
were  probably  poorly  equipped. 

The  totals  of  apples  and  products  are  believed  comparably  complete  from 
-year  to  year.      In  each  year  there  have  been  a  few  establishments  from  which 
reports  have  not  been  availableo      In  those  cases,  estimates  on  the  best  avail- 
''able  basis  have  been  included*    Minor  revisions  for  1942  are  included  here*
